Several  Counties  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen:  In  presenting  This  annual  Bulletin,  we  desire  to  ex- 
press approval  of  the  work  accomplished  by  iiidst  of  our  County  in- 
stitute Managers  and  the  committees  organized  by  them,  to  whqui 
much  credit  is  due  for  the  high  degree  of  success  attending  the  last 
season's  Institutes.  We  respectfully  invite  your  careful  attention 
to  "Suggestions  and  Directions"  on  the  following  pages,  which  are 
prepared  with  reference  to  the  requirements  and  demands  of  per- 
sons tilling  the  position  of  County  Chairmiin  of  Institutes. 
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SUGGESTIONS  TO  INSTITUTE  MANAGEES. 


We  recommend  (hat  ])iogi-am.s  tor  all  tlie  Institufes  held  within  a 
eonnty  be  printed  on  connected  leaves  or  sheets.  This  jn-actice  is 
recommended  becanse  of  ccoiiom y*in  cost  of  jti-inl in;.;,  also  tiie  widei' 
advertisin*!- of  the  ditl'ercnl  iiislilntes  hehl  within  tlie  connvv. 


Prepare  program  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  Institnte 


Arrangements  shonld  he  made  with  persons  in  your  locality  wlio 
are  to  take  part  on  the  ])rogi-am  either  by  essay,  address  or  reading, 
at  least  eight  weeks  j»revions  to  the  meeting. 


Have  a  Question  l>ox,  and  place  it  in  charge  of  some  competent 
]ierson  who  wall  carefnlly  (onduct  the  same;  retain  said  qnestions 
and  forward  them  to  tiie  Diii'dor  of  Institutes. 


h^>xclnde  from  Institutes  all  sec  tarian  and  partisan  topics. 


Print  on  program  the  name  and  ]>ostoftice  address  of  ('hairman 
and  members  of  Committees. 


Thoroughly  advertise  the  Institute  by  distributing  programs,  in 
vitaticm  postal  cards,  posteis,  and  make  use  of  your  local  news- 
papers. 


Select  a  oomi)etent  secretary  to  rake  notes  and  report  jtroceedings 
of  meeting  to  local  itajiei-s. 


Invite  rejireseniai i\ es  of  newspapers  to  a  place  at  Eecording  Sec- 
retai;y's  table,  antl  solicit  iheir  aid  and  assistance  in  rejiorting  pro- 
ceedings of  meeting. 
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For  a  two-day  Institute,  provide  for  five  sessions,  taking  up  not 
more  than  two  topics  at  any  one  session,  and  where  local  speakers 
have  places  on  program,  the  committee  should  be  careful  and  see 
to  it  that  their  subjects  shall  conform  to  the  topics  under  considera- 
ti(m  at  that  particular  session. 


Locate  Institutes  where  a  suitable  hall  or  church  can  be  procured 
and  the  greatest  number  accommodated,  as  these  meetings  are  for 
the  benefit  of  farmers  and  their  families  and  all  others  who  may  be 
interested. 


Extend  a  personal  invitation  to  your  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  to  be  present  and  take  part,  especially  at  the  educa- 
tional session,  without  which  no  Institute  is  complete.  Invite  all 
farm  organizations,  school  teachers  and  children.  See  to  it  that 
young  luen  and  boys  have  a  special  invitation  to  the  Institute. 


At  least  three  State  speakers  will  be  in  attendance,  and  a  list  of 
topics  which  they  are  prepared  to  discuss  can  be  found  in  another 
part  of  this  Bulletin.  From  this  list  the  Committee  on  Program 
should  select  such  topics  as  would  most  interest  the  farmers  in 
their  section,  and  place  same  opposite  the  lecturer's  name  on  pro- 
gram. 


The  County  Chairman  should,  as  soon  as  arrangements  are  com- 
pleted for  holding  Institute,  enclose  to  all  lecturers  expected  to  be 
present,  a  copy  of  program,  with  letter  designating  what  railroad 
station  to  stop  at,  and  the  name  of  the  hotel  secured  for  their  accom- 
modation. In  case  Institute  is  held  at  a  distance  from  railroad, 
speakers  must  be  met  by  conveyance  and  taken  to  Institute.  The 
expense  of  getting  from  and  to  such  stations  is  paid  from  funds 
placed  in  hands  of  County  Chairman. 


Eemember,  the  Institute  is  for  the  whole  county  and  not  merely 
for  the  town  or  locality  where  held.  Begin  advertising  and  do  not 
fail  to  let  the  public  know  of  yo\ir  meeting. 
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The  Slate  is  divided  into  live  sections.  Beginning  November  2!). 
five  Institutes  will  be  in  session  at  the  same  time.  Three  Stale 
speakers  will  be  present  at  all  Institutes,  one  of  whom  will  be  a 
special  respresentative  of  the  Department  and  have  charge  of  the 
section,  and  may  be  regarded  as  an  fissistant  to  the  presiding  officer 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 


It  is  important  that  the  Chairman  of  County  Board  of  Institute 
Managers  make  a  complete  re])ort  of  his  Institutes,  and  mail  same 
to  the  Director  of  Institutes  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of 
the  Institutes.  Blanks  for  this  piirpose  will  be  forwarded  him.  All 
essays  of  merit,  read  before  lii^stitutes,  should  be  collected  by  the 
County  Chairman,  and  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Institutes.  A 
number  of  these  essays  ar-e  j)ublished  annually  in  bulletin  form, 
and  we  regret  that  sj)ace  forbids  that  all  can  not  be  published.  In 
selecting  essays  for  publication  we  find  many  treating  upon  the 
same  topic,  all  of  which  are  meritorious,  yet  space  would  forbid 
the  publication  of  niore  than  one  essay  upon  a  given  topic.  Thevse 
papers  are  ])laced  on  file  for  future  reference.

TO  HOLD  A  SUCCESSFUL  INSTITUTE. 


1.  The  Coimtv  Chainnan  should  lake  |>ei-soual  chai-ge  of  the  meet- 
ing or  select  a  person  who  is  \\  ell  qualified  to  fill  llie  position. 


2.  The  opening-  exercises  should  l)e  brief,  not  consuming  more 
than  30  minutes  and  may  consist  of  an  address  of  welcome  and 
i-esi»onse  or  a  brief  address  by  the  Chairman  introducino-  the  speakers 
who  come  from  a  distance. 


Two  topics  thoi-oughly  discussed  at  one  session  affords  the 
opportunity  for  more  effecTi\('  instruction  than  three  or  four  onh 
liartially  presented. 


4.  At  Educati(mal  Session  confine  all  discussions  to  that  import- 
ant subject,  whether  the  speakers  be  State  or  local. 


5.  Where  two  evening  sessions  are  held,  have  one  devoted  I.) 
Educational  Subjects  and  the  other  to  the  interests  of  the  Count i  \ 
Home,  Its  Comforts,  Sanitary  C<mditions  and  Adornments. 


(}.  Music,  properly  c(mducted,  is  in  place  at  the  Institute,  hut 
should  be  introduced  as  a  recreation  and  be  voluntary  as  no  "fund 
is  set  apart  for  this  purpose. 
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DIKECTIONS  FOli  CONSTITUTING  LOCAL  COMMITTEES  ON 
INSTITUTE  WORK  IK  THE  SEN'ERAL  COUNTIES  OF  PENN 
SYLVANIA. 


The  Hcf  of  Mnvch  l;>,  1895  (Section  5),  makes  the  following  i»i-<»- 
visions:  "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insti 
tutes  to  arrange  them  in  such  manner  as  to  time  and  places  of  liold 
ing  the  sauie,  as  to  secure  tlie  greatest  economy  and  efflciency  of 
service,  and  to  this  end  he  sliall,  in  each  county  where  such  insti- 
tutes are  to  be  held,  confer  and  advise  with  the  local  member  of  the 
State  Roard  of  AgriculUire,  together  w  ith  the  representatives  duly 
ap]»ointed  by  each  county  agricultural,  horticultural  or  other  like 
organizations,  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  speakers  and 
other  local  arrangements." 

In  order  to  cai'ry  this  provision  of  the  law  into  effect,  the  Director 
of  Institutes  directs  tliat  these  re]»resentatives,  one  from  each  coun- 
ty organization  as  stated,  duly  chosen  and  pror>erly  accredited,  to- 
gether with  the  County  Chairman  of  Institutes,  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  County  Institute  Managers,  of  which  the  County  Chairman 
of  Institutes  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Board.  The  organi- 
Kations  entitled  to  representation,  are  members  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture,  County  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies, 
Pomona  Granges  and  County  Alliances. 

Tlie  dutv  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  confer  and  advise  with  each 
other  and  the  Director  of  Institutes,  with  reference  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  speakers  and  other  local  arrangements  for  holding  insti- 
tutes. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county  organization  named  to  notify 
the  Director  of  Institiites  of  the  api)ointment  of  its  representatives, 
and  at  the  same  time  give  a  similar  notice  to  the  County  Chairman 
of  Institutes. 

The  County  Chairman  of  Institutes,  together  with  these  repi-e- 
sentatives  of  the  county  organizations,  shall  meet  for  organization 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  June  in  each  year,  at  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  in 
the  county  town,  at  the  office  of  the  county  commissioners.  At  this 
meeting  the  places  for  liolding  institutes  for  the  ensuiflg  season 
shall  be  selected,  the  same  to  l)e  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Institutes.  An  institute  committee  will  also  be  ap- 
pointed at  this  time,  for  each  locality  in  which  institutes  are  to  be 
held. 
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The  Coiiuty  Chaii'inaii  of  institutes,  and  eac-h  duly  accredited 
representative  of  tlie  couiiiy  organizations  in  attendance  upon  tliis 
meeting  shall,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  be  paid  his  expenses,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars. 

In  these  meetings  every  member  shall  have  equal  voice,  and  the 
action  of  the  majority  shall  decide.  Notice  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  shall  be  sent  by  the  Chairman  to  the  Director  of  Institutes, 
within  ten  days  after  the  meeting. 

In  case  no  representative  froiu  any  countj^  organization  of  that 
county  shall  appear  at  the  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesda.y  of  June, 
as  stated,  then  the  County  Chainuan  of  Institutes  shall  immediately 
report  the  fact  to  the  Director  of  Institutes  and  proceed  to  arrange 
for  the  holding  of  institutes  that  ycai-.  without  furtlier  eonsultation 
Avitli  the  local  organizations. 

All  moneys  allotted  to  any  county,  for  use  in  institute  work,  will 
be  paid  to  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee,  to  be  accounted  fur 
by  him  in  an  itemized  statment,  audited  and  signed  by  auditors  aj)- 
pointed  by  the  committee,  and  then  forwarded  to  this  Department, 
not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 
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APPUKTIONMEKT  FOii  THE  SEASON  OF  1909-1^>10. 


In  order  that  the  Boards  of  Institute  Managers  may  have  full  in 
formation  in  regard  l<.  the  plans  of  the  Department,  as  to  the  insti 
tute  work  for  the  coming  seas(m,  the  following  distribution  of  time 
lor  holding  institutes  is  presented. 

The  apportionment  shows  the  number  of  days  lhat  the  Depart 
juent  will  furnish  three  lecturers  to  each  county  for  institute  work 
during  the  season  of  1909-1010.  It  is  made  on  the  basis  of  two  days 
of  institute  to  every  county  having  not  over  1,000  farms;  three  days 
to  each  county  having  more  than  1,000  and  not  over  1,500;  after- 
wards, one  day  for  each  1,500  farms  or  fraction  thereof,  additional. 
This  insures  Department  aid  to  each  county,  in  proportion  to  its 
agricultural  interests. 

The  State  has  been  divided  into  five  sections.  A  separate  set  of 
lecturers  will  be  assigned  to  each  section,  and  in  a  given  county,  the 
same  Department  workers  will  continue  until  all  the  institutes  in 
that  county  have  been  held. 

The  amount  of  money  to  be  distributed  to  the  various  managers 
for  local  expenses,  will  be  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  in- 
stitutes held.  In  order  to  make  the  amount  ample  for  the  coming 
season,  the  sum  has  been  fixed  at  -f  12.50  per  day  of  institute.  This 
provides  .f25.00  for  each  two  days  of  institute,  to  be  used  for  local 
expenses,  such  as  printing  programs,  rent  of  halls,  necessary  ex- 
penses of  local  managers,  etc. 

Past  experience  in  most  of  the  counties  has  shown  that  the  two- 
day  institute  is  much  more  economical  and  efficient  than  the  one- 
day  meeting.  In  the  one-day  meeting  the  time  is  usually  given  to 
the  visiting  lecturers  to  the  exclusion  of  local  aid,  on  the  ground 
that  the  people  wish  to  hear  the  strangers,  and  as  there  is  not  time 
to  hear  all,  the  visitors  are  given  the  preference.  This  is  a  serious 
mistake.  The  main  object  of  the  institute  is  the  deA'elopment  of  the 
local  people,  and  whatever  interferes  with  this  ought  to  be  cor- 
rected. A  two-day  institute  gives  ample  time  for  all  to  be  heard, 
and  provides  also  for  the  deliberate  and  full  discussion  of  matters 
of  interest  that  may  arise.  The  following  is  the  apportionment  for 
the  season:

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Biographical  Sketches  of  the 
Institute  Lecturers. 


M.  S.  BOND  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Montour  county,  Pa.,  February  26,  1S34 : 
lived  and  worked  on  a  farm  until  eighteen  years  old,  then  taught  school  seven 
years,  then  was  employed  as  a  freight  and  passenger  conductor  for  nine  year.% 
aud  traveled  as  lost  freiyht  and  car  tracer  and  purchasing  agent  for  the  Dela- 
ware, J.aekawauua  aud  Western  Railroad  Company  for  five  j'ears.  lias  been 
■■or  over  twenty-live  years  engaged  in  farming  and  market  gardening;  during 
a  part  of  this  time,  engaged  in  breeding  and  rasing  blooded  Jersey  cattle  aad 
still  keeps  some  of  the  liest  in  the  State ;  has  made  the  raising  of  potatoes  by 
the  thousands  of  bushels  a  specialty  for  twenty-five  years ;  has  been  and  is 
nov,-  using  more  fertilizer  to  the  acre  than  any  man  in  his  county,  .^fud  is 
now  making  gardening  a  specialty. 

JOHN  WESLEY  UKUOKART  was  born  on  his  father's  farm  in  West  Hemp- 
field  township,  Lancaster  county.  Pa.,  in  1857.  Received  a  common  school 
education  and  taught  school  in  his  native  county  a  number  of  years.  His 
health  failing  he  farmed  the  home  place  and  began  the  rasing  of  pure  bred 
fowls.  A  dozen  years  ago  he  secured  a  place  of  thirteen  acres  adjoining  Lititz 
borough.  Here  he  has  combined  the  business  of  market  gardening  and  the 
growing  of  pure  bred  poultry  with  marked  success.  The  annual  income  from 
his  thirteen  acre  farm  exceeding  the  income  of  the  majority  of  farms  ten  times 
as  large. 

J.  T.  CAJH^BELL  was  born  in  Spriughill  township,  Fayette  county.  Pa.,  Deceni- 
':>ev  18,  1872;  is  the  son  of  a  prominent  farmer;  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  district ;  left  the  public  schools  with  a 
more  than  average  education,  and  at  once  took  up  the  study  o^  agriculture 
at  home,  while  ^^■orking  on  his  father's  farm ;  he  studied  carefully  all  leading 
■jooks  and  journals  of  his  day.  Married  in  1894,  and  took  up  gardening  and 
poultry  culture,  aud  was  successful  from  the  start.  When  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  started  its  Correspondence  Courses  in  Agriculture  Iv.  took  up  the 
work  and  has  since  pursued  same  with  diligence.  Ownes  a  large  farm  in 
Crawford  county,  upon  which  he  has  worked  out  many  importanr  agricultural 
problems.  In  poultry  culture  he  has  been  especially  successful,  having  made 
it  a  subject  of  special  study,  together  A\ith  soil  physics.  Keeps  in  close  touch 
with  the  State  Experiment  Station  aud  the  National  Department  of  Agri- 
culture; has  writti-n  some  for  various  agricultural  and  poultry  journals. 

DR.  MILTON  E.  CONARD  was  born  in  Southern  Chester  county  in  1851,  of  an 
ancestry  of  successful  agriculturists.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the  Public 
and  High  schools  and  Millersville  State  Normal  School.  He  was  for  some 
years  engaged  in  farming  in  his  home  locality  ;  later  taking  the  course  in  vet- 
erinary medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  graduating  in  1891.  in 
which  institution  he  has  for  several  years  been   lecturer  of  Dairy  and  Milk

Inspection  and  Veterinary  Obstetrics.  Tlirougliout  his  veterinary  career  he 
has  been  closely  identified  with  dairy  interests,  practising  for  some  years  in 
a  dairy  locality,  and  having  for  over  ten  years  given  his  entire  time  as  inspec- 
tor and  Consulting  Expert  for  a  large  number  of  the  dairies  furnishing  milk 
to  the  City  of  I'hiladelphia  from  Pennsylvania,  Xe\\-  Jersey,  Maryland  and 
Delaware. 

N.  CLARK  was  born  near  Export.  Westmoreland  county,  Pa..  July  16.  1848; 
received  a  good  common  school  education,  with  several  years  at  an  academy 
■  and  a  full  course  at  Duff's  Commercial  ( 'ollege.  at  Pittsburg ;  has  always 
*"aken  much  delight  in  fai'ming ;  is  a  close  observer,  and  for  many  yeai's  lias 
taken  an  active  interest  in  agricultural  affairs  of  his  county;  the  cause  of 
■xlucation  has  always  found  in  him  an  earnest  supporter ;  has  oeen  engaged 
•  a  general  farming  from  boyhood,  except  a  few  years  spent  in  Nclling  imple- 
ments; was  several  seasons  in  the  fruit  growing  regions  of  the  South,  and  there 
j;ained  much  information  in  the  use  of  commercial  fertilizers  and  fruit  growing  ; 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  for  ten  years,  and  at  present 
is  looking  after  the  interest  of  his  farm. 

JOHN  W.  COX  ^^'as  born  near  New  Wilmington.  Lawrence  county.  Pa.,  December 
27,  18GS :  received  a  common  school  education  and  completed  a  course  at  Duff's 
Commercial  College,  Pittsburg ;  has  spent  all  his  life  upon  the  farm  ;  is  a  breeder 
of  Jersey  cattle  and  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  and  Rhode  Island  Red  poultry : 
■vheat,  oats,  corn,  hay  and  potatoes  are  his  principal  crops.  He  is  employed 
part  of  the  time  by  the  Division  of  Zoology,  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Penn- 
sylvania as  a  Orchard  Inspector. 

NORMAN  BRUCE  CRITCHFIELD  was  born  in  Somerset  county,  July  20,  183S  ; 
was  educated  in  the  public  and  normal  schools  of  his  native  county,  and  at  the 
Ohio  University,  located  at  Athens,  Ohio;  he  is  by  occupation  a  farmer;  during 
'he  Civil  War  he  served  nine  months  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-first  Penn- 
sylvania Militia,  and  at  the  close  of  his  term  entered  the  Twenty-eight  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers,  with  which  regiment  he  continued  until  the  close  of  the 
war;  he  has  held  in  his  own  county  the  position  of  school  director,  county  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools,  prothonotary  and  clerk  of  courts;  elected  to  the  Senate. 
November  4,  1890;  appointed  judge  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893,  and  served  as  vice  president  and  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  judges  in  said  department ;  was  re-elected  to  Senate  in  1894. 
anl  appointed  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Feliruary  24.  1903,  and  re  appointed  by 
Gov.  Stuart,  February  25,  1907.

Married  at 
twenty-one  and  has  always  been  engaged  in  farming,  has  always  taken  an  active

H  FASSETT,  Meshoppen,  Pa.,  Avas  born  June  3,  1855,  in  Windham  township, 
Wyoming  county,  Pa. ;  moved  to  Meshoppen  township  in  1869  to  the  farm  where 
ho  now  resides  ;  w  as  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  a  course  in  select  schools 
in  Meshoppen  borough  ;  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  growing  of  tree  fruits 
with  marked  success  for  the  past  25  years;  all  up-to-date  methods  of  orchard 
treatment,  spraying  and  pruning  have  been  in  use;  took  up  the  business  of  growing 
small  fruits  for  the  market  some  12  years  ago  and  has  met  with  fair  success.  Is 
President  of  Wyoming  County  Horticultural  Society  and  in  close  touch  with  the 
fruit  interest  of  this  section. 

WILLIAM  FREAK  was  born  in  18(50,  in  Reading,  Pa.  He  was  educated  in  \he 
public  schools  of  that  city  and  of  Jv'orristown,  entered  the  preparatory  and  later 
the  collegiate  department  of  Bucknell  University,  gradirating  in  1881 :  pursued  a 
post  graduate  course  at  Illinois,  Wesleyan  and  Harvary  Universities.

In  the  spring  of  1889  be  accepted  ji 
position  with  S.  Smuc-ker  and  Co.,  wholesale  grocers  of  Philadelphia  He  re- 
mained with  this  firm  four  years,  when  he  was  elected  register  and  recordei-  ut 
Franklin  county,  aftei'  which  he  became  half  owner  and  business  nunager  of  the 
People's  Register,  of  ( luimhcrsbiii'g,  an  ii  dependent  journal  cf  lurgi»  t-ircnlatioii.

He  was  Superintendent  of  Field  Experiments  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  189(j-7.  and  Assistant  in  Agriculture  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  from  to  1001.    Since  1001  he  has  been  connected  with  the  Penn- 

.sylvania  State  College,  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Correspondence  Courses  and 
issistant  Professor  of  Animal  Husbandry.  He  has  taught  Dairy  and  Animal 
Husbandry  and  has  had  c  harge  of  the  experimental  work  along  these  lines. 

M.  S.  McDowell  was  born  in  Mitniu  cotuity.  Pa.;  attended  the  public  schools, 
and  Lewistown  Academy ;  entered  Pennsylvania  State  College  in  1888,  and  was 
-raduated  in  '02:  after  graduation  was  connected  with  a  fertilizer  manufacturing 
estiiblishment  in  Baltimore,  and  later  came  to  the  chemical  department  of  the 
Experiment  Station,  willi  wliich  h"  has  been  connected  for  some  yea'.s. 

A.  L.  MARTIN  was  born  near  Mount  .Jackson.  Lawrence  county,  ''a.,  in  1844; 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  at  I'oland  (Ohio)  College;  served 
as  school  director  in  his  native  township  and  that  of  Little  Beaver  fou-  eight  years; 
.'illed  the  position  of  census  enumerator  in  1890;  was  elected  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  1892.  and  served  continuously  until  1890:  was  d-u-ing  this 
"ontinued  service  a  member  of  the  Agricultural  Committee,  and  acted  as  its  chair- 
main  in  the  session  of  18!»7:  by  appointment  of  Governor  Pattison.  in  1893, 
became  member  of  Farmers"  National  Congress  and  has  been  reappointed  to  same 
position  by  all  subsequent  (lovernors.  Was  appointed  by  Governor  Stone,  April 
!4,  18f>9,  Deputy  Se(;retary  of  Agriculture  and  Director  of  Farmers'  Institutes  for 
Pennsylvania,  and  reappointed  by  (ioveiTior  Peimypacker.  April  iM,  1003.  and  also 
by  Governor  Stuart,  April  24,  1907. 

PROF.  FRANKLIN  MENGES.  Ph.  D.,  was  born  fort.y-six  years  ago  at  Menges" 
Mill,  York  county.  Pa.:  the  first  nineteen  years  of  his  life  were  spent  on  hihi 
father's  farm,  with  all  the  ardour  that  farming  meant  in  those  days :  he  then 
began  a  course  of  preparation  for  college  at  the  Baugher  Academy,  Hanover,  Pa., 
and  entered  and  graduated  from  I'ennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  with  the  class 
jf  1886;  was  immediately  tendered  and  accepted  the  position  of  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  in  his  Alma  Mater,  which  position  he  held  until  180G,  when  he 
came  to  York  and  took  tlie  professorship  of  the  sciences  in  the  York  High  School, 
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which  position  he  now  holds:  leceived  the  desree  of  Ph.  D.  from  his  iiliua  mater 
for  special  work  in  chemistry,  mineralogy  and  physics.  He  has  for  years  been  a 
student  of  the  "Experiment  Station  Record,"  and  has  continued  an  interest  .'n 
practical  agriculture,  and  has  lectured  before  Farmers'  Institutes. 

HENRY  W.  NORTHUl'  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Abington,  once  considered  the  ban- 
ner agricultural  township  in  Luzerne  county:  he  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  Madison  Academy.  His  chief  business  is  that  of  farmer  and  dairy- 
man ;  has  been  greatly  benefited  in  this  line  of  business  for  the  last  ten  years  by 
having  associated  with  some  of  the  best  and  most  practical  agriculturists  iu  this 
and  adjoining  states  in  the  institute  work  ;  has  had  some  experience  in  fruit  and 
market  gardening  and  in  disposition  of  these  products  in  the  city  of  Scranton, 
whei'e  an  excellent  market  has  been  secu  ed. 

I'ROF  WM.  G.  OWEIs'S.  of  Bucknell  University,  was 'born  in  Union  county:  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Tjcwisburg,  Tittsburg  and  Al- 
llegheny  City.  Entered  Bucknell  University  1876  :  was  graduated  1880  :  took  his 
A.  M.  in  1883;  taught  in  Bucknell  University  five  years  after  graduat'on.  In  ISS.". 
he  became  instructor  in  Natural  Sciences.  Took  special  work  at  Harvard  ?nd 
Berlin,  Germany.  In  1887  became  professor  of  Chemistry  and  Physics,  the 
position  which  he  now  holds.  Has  spent  almost  all  his  vacations  on  a  farm  and 
thus  kept  in  close  touch  with  Nature. 

J.  H.  PEACHEY  was  born  in  :Miffliu  county.  Pa.,  in  1851.  His  boyhood  was  spent 
upon  a  farm;  wa.«  educated  in  the  public  scIkjoIs  and  graduated  from  the  Ohio 
Normal  University  in  1881.  After  completing  his  course  at  school  he  followed 
teaching.  In  1887  he  began  farming  for  himself  .•iiid  gave  attentiiin  chielly  to 
raising  hogs,  sheep  and  cattle. 

DR.  LEONARD  PEARSON,  State  Veterinarian,  was  born  in  Indiana,  August  17, 
1868.  In  1884  he  entere<l  Cornell  University,  and  gra<luated  in  18SS  in  the  a!;ri- 
cultural  course.

December, 
1846:  attended  public  and  private  schools  and  graduated  from  Bucknell  University 
in  1867;  spent  three  years  in  manufacturing  iron,  and  traveling,  and  then  settled 
upon  the  farm  where  he  still  lives,  giving  special  attention  to  dairying  and  raising 
lair.y  stock,  but  devoting  much  of  the  200-acre  farm  to  the  production  of  mixed 
crops,  suitable  to  that  location  and  market.  That  he  had  been  a  success  is  attested 
by  the  fact  that  he  has  been  a  director  in  a  national  bank  for  many  years,  a 
uianager  in  one  of  the  largest  fire  insurance  companies  in  the  State,  and  of  a

-epresentative  of  the  farming  interests  ;  he  has  contributed  acceptably  from  time  to

tractive country  homes,  and  that  success  is  thi>  result  of  individual  effort  and 
judgment.

Is  president  of  borough  council  and  president  of  board 
of  education  in  home  town.  Has  sbiiiped  poultry'  and  eggs  to  every  state  and 
Panania  as  well  as  liurma. 

OLIVER  D.  SCHOCIv  was  born  on  a  faini  iii;ar  Hamburg.  Berks  county,  i*a.,  in 
l858,  and  has  always  taken  a  ileep  interest  in  agiiciiltu r;il  .-ind  liorticul turai  aifairs. 
He  was  edu<  ated  in  the  connnon  and  high  schools,  inchiding  a  course  in  a  com- 
mercial and  scientific  acadmy.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  became  a  newspaper  cor-

Pa.  ;  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  engaged  in  various 
occupations,  serving  an  apprenticeship  at  coopering  and  milling,  at  clerkship  and 
traveling  salesman  ;  has  lived  on  his  present  farm  for  the  past  twenty-eight  years, 
and  is  engaged  in  general  farming,  trucking,  fruit  growing  aud  bee-keepiug  ;  has 
acquired  practical  and  scientific  information  by  observation  and  --.tudy ;  speaks 
English  and  German. 

tIARVEY  ADA.M  SURFACE,  il.  S,,  Economic  Zoologist,  was  born  un  a  farm  in 
Warren  county,  Ohio,  in  lS(j7.  He  worked  on  the  farm  and  attended  and  taught 
-country  school.  He  was  educated  in  the  Lebanon  (Ohio)  normal,  the  Ohio  State 
University,  the  University  of  Illinois.  Hopkins  (Stanford I  California  Seaside 
Laboratory  and  Cornell  University.  He  taught  in  the  Ohio  State  University,  the 
University  of  the  Pacific.  Cornell,  the  Ithaca  schools,  teachers'  institutes  and  the 
Pennsylvania  State  College.

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MRS.  MARY  A.  WALLACE  is  a  (laughter  of  the  late  Chester  AV.  Ballou,  Esg., 
one  of  the  most  successful  atul  progressi;  e  of  the  pioneer  farmers  of  I^iawrence 
county.

Wallace  was  a  charter  memlier  of  the  I'ittsburg  Women's  Press  Club,  and  was  its 
treasurer  for  a  numlter  of  years.  She  is  also  prominent  in  patriotic  societies, 
and  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  <Jne  Hundredth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  (Round- 
head) Association.    She  is  in  demand  as  a  speaker  for  Memorial  Day.

He  locaied  upon  his 
farm  in  18G6  and  erected  thereon  modern  buildings  and  established  'i  dairy  plant, 
where  fine  butter  for  a  special  trade  is  produced.  The  growing  of  fruits  is  also  a 
speciality.  On  his  farm,  known  as  "Orchard  View  Farm,"  there  are  3,000  apple, 
peach,  pear  and  plum  trees,  all  his  own  selection  and  planting. 

W.  THEO.  WITTiMAN.  Allentown,  Pa.,  was  born  and  raised  on  a  Lehigh  county 
farm.  From  boyhood  he  has  been,  more  particularly,  interested  in  poult'w  and 
fruit  growing  and  has  i.iade  a  notable  success  in  both.  He  is  however  best  known 
as  an  expert  poultrynian,  beginning  in  a  small  way  both  as  a  practical  and  a  fancy 
poultry  breeder,  mak'ng  money  at  both,  and  holds  to-day  an  enviable  reputation 
as  an  all-round  expert  chick'^n  nvui.  Being  in  his  element  not  only  as  a  breeder 
and  judge  of  the  highest  grade  of  poultry,  but  also  well  known  as  an  enthusiastic 
writer  and  lecturer  on  his  specialty.  Being  above  all  intensely  practical  and  never 
prosy  and  thtis  holding  a  rcnicr  or  or  lienrer's  attention  from  beginning  to  end.

SARAH  BAUTRUFF  FRITZ  /i:i(il.KR  was  horn  near  Manheim,  Lan- 
caster county,  fjater  moved  with  her  parents  to  Perry  county.  \\''as  educated  in 
the  public  schools,  New  Bloomfield  Academy  and  .Juniata  Valley  Normal  Schoo', 
Previous  to  her  marriage  she  taught  school  six  winters.  From  1890  to  1902  slie 
manufactured  and  sold  large  quantities  of  jelly  to  the  New  York.  Philadelphia  and 
Boston  mai-kets.  Was  an  active  member  of  Prospect  Grange  and  always  held  an 
ofKce  in  the  organization.  She  has  always  been  deeply  interested  in  agricultural 
•jursuits  and  since  her  husband's  death  lias  conducted  her  farm  of  one  hund'-ed 
and  forty  (140  acres  iu  an  able  manner,  bringing  it  up  to  a  high  standard  of  pro- 
duction  and  adding  improvements,  believing  that  pleasant  surroundings  tend  to  a 
better  and  happier  home  life. 
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
